DEBT DEAL EXPECTED TO REACH PRESIDENT’S DESK IN TIME

WASHINGTON The House of Representa- 
tives on Monday approved a last-gasp deal 
to raise the national borrowing limit in a 
decisive step toward averting a catastrophic 
debt default by the world’s largest economy 

A day before the deadline to lift the 
debt ceiling, the passage by the Republi- 
can-controlled House of the $2.1 trillion 
deficit-cutting plan hammered out over the 
weekend cleared the way for the Senate to 
approve it. 

The Democratic-controlled Senate was 
due to vote on the bill Tuesday and was wide- 
ly expected to pass it. This would send it to 
the desk of President Obama, who has said 
he is eager to sign the bill. 

The House vote of approval had been 
considered the biggest obstacle to a solution 
of the crisis. 


HOW THEY VOTED 

The bill passed in the House by 269 votes 
to 161, well over the required majority. 
Democrats were evenly split on the bill- 
95 for, 95 against-while 174 Republicans 
voted for the measure, with 66 opposing it. 



It signaled the end was in sight for a 
months-long partisan battle, alarming the 
nation’s international allies, shaking finan- 
cial markets and diminishing the U.S. global 
image. 

After the vote. House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner said the result justified the often tortur- 
ous months of negotiations. 

“The process works. It may not be pretty, 
but it works,” he told reporters. 

Having a deal in place by Tuesday to raise 
the U.S. government’s $14.3 trillion borrow- 


ing limit will remove the risk of the US. not 
being able to borrow money to pay all its 
bills. 

The compromise plan calls for spending 
cuts over 10 years but no new taxes, creates 
a powerful new congressional committcx^ to 
recommend a deficit-reduction package by 
late November and raises the US, borrowing 
limit into 2013. 

Obama and many lawmakers admitted 
the compromise deal reached was not per- 
fect. But they stressed it was needed to avert 
a U.S. default debacle. 

“This has been a long and messy process 
and as with any compromise the outcome is 
far from satisfying,” Obama said in a video 
message to supporters issued by his 2012 re- 
election campaign. “But it has also launched 
an important debate about how we approach 
the big challenges we face.” 



Giffords 
returns to 
cast vote

WASHINGTON Arizona Rep. Gabrielle Gif- 
fords returned to the House door Monday for 
the first time since she was shot in the head in 
January, receiving a thunderous ovation from 
Democrats and Republicans alike. 

Giffords, a Democrat who has not been 
to Washington since the shooting at a politi- 
cal event in her home state, returned to vote 
in favor of a bill to raise the debt ceiling and 
avoid default. 

The congresswoman, who has been under- 
going intense rehabilitation and has kept out 
of the public eye, caught the chamber by sur- 
prise. 

With two minutes to go in the 15-minute 
vote, Giffords walked in and hugged House 
Democratic leader Nancy Pelosi. 

TTie chamber, which has been the site of 
acrimonious debate and bitter partisan fight- 
ing for weeks, erupted in applause as Giffords 
entered then voted '^es” to the bill. 

Giffords, with short dark hair that is grow- 
ing out after multiple head surgeries, was 
mobbed by people from both parties who 
wanted to shake her hand and offer a hug. 

After the vote, Pelosi acknowledged Gif- 
fords on the House floor and called her the 
“personification of courage.” 

A radiant Gi ffords blew kisses and waved to 
Pelosi and the crowd as she stood on her own 
on the floor. She greeted Vice President Joe 
Biden, who was in the chamber for the vote. 

Though she talked energetically with col- 
leagues and waved constantly to others, Gif- 
fords moved gingerly and with caution. Her 
aides kept a close watch on her, offering a sta- 
bilizing hand to sit or support her. 

Tlie first sign that Giffords was to return 
was a tweet from her office: “Gabrielle has re- 
turned to Washington to support a bipartisan 
bill to prevent economic crisis.”

CTA riders sound 
off on senior rides 

'The golden age of free rides for seniors is 
coming to an end. 

ITiis is the last month that all senior 
citiicens will be able to ride free on the 
CT'A, Metra and Pace. Starting Sept, i, 
only low-income seniors will ride the 
system for free; other seniors will be able 
to ride for half-price. 

TTnat^s the way it used to be before 
then-Gov. Rod Blagojevich conceived 
the free rides program three years ago. 

In February Gov Quinn signed a 
bill into law requiring the program’s 
change, which is expected to save the 
cash-strapped Regional Transportation 
Authority more than $30 million a year. 

'ITie RTA, the funding arm for the 
CTA and Metra, said it began mailing 
52,000 free rider permits and 375,000 
reduced fare permits to seniors last week.

Watch out, McLovin— using a replica ID is a felony, 
and authorities are stepping up efforts to find them

Fake IDs ain’t what they used to be. 

Underage drinkers have graduated from be- 
ing a dorm room enterprise to a China-based 
Internet business, say authorities who are 
scrambling to stay a step ahead of the coun- 
terfeiters. 

“We’ve gone from the days of having a 
friend with an X-ACTO knife and IDs so bad 
it’s amazing that anyone would believe it ... to 
now, when they look so real, it’s frightening,” 
Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart said. ‘And 
they’re everywhere.” 

More than 1,700 fake IDs from China have 
been intercepted locally during the first six 
months of 2011 compared with about 10 per 
month last year, said Brian Bell, a spokesman 
for Chicago Customs and Border Protection. 

A recent seizure at O’Hare included knock- 
offs hidden inside boxes of books, toys and 
electronics headed for Chicago and the north 
suburbs, especially Wheeling, Northbrook 
and Arlington Heights, Bell said. The packag- 
es typically contained two IDs per customer, 
an extra “in case you lose one,” he said. 

The intended recipients were ages 17 to 20 
and paid about $100 per ID, always by money 
order or wire transfer. Bell said. 

The Cook County sheriff’s office last 
month announced the arrests of 40 young 
people as a result of the recent seizure of coun- 
terfeit driver’s licenses, which he described as 
being of “exceptionally high quality” 

Most were students enrolled at Midwest 
colleges who could have been charged with a 
felony, resulting in possible jail time, fines and 
loss of driving privileges. Instead, the offend- 
ers— whom the sheriff’s office declined to 
identify— were issued misdemeanor citations, 
requiring 25 hours of community service. 

“They were shocked to see police at their 
front door,” Dart said. “They didn’t even real- 
ize the gravity of what they were doing.”

If the penalties aren’t a deterrent. Dart said, 
perhaps the fact that online orders put their 
personal information in unknown hands wiU 
get teens’ attention. 

“Now, all your data is being handed over to 
an overseas Internet site. You could wake up 
tomorrow and find a lien is in place on your 
house. If that doesn’t petrify parents into 
having a serious conversation with their kids, 
nothing will.” 

A simple Google search turns up several 
overseas websites offering to seU “novelty IDs.” 

“Summer is here. Are you ready to party? 
We’ll make sure that you are,” said one web- 
site authorities called one of the most popular 
overseas sellers of Illinois IDs. 


A 20 -year-old who attends a San Diego col- 
lege said her China-made ID is “wonderful”— 
and she is somewhat of an expert on what 
works at campus bars. This is her third fake 
ID. The first, from Florida, was confiscated. 
The second, from Canada, got questioned. 
“But this one is absolutely perfect,” she said. 
Like other users of fraudulent IDs who spoke 
to the Tribune, she agreed to do so on the con- 
dition of anonymity 

China has become the go-to destination 
for all things counterfeit— from designer bags 
to bootleg movies. Dart said. “Sites are next 
to impossible to shut down. Even if you do, 
they’ll just reopen under a new name.” 

While buying overseas may be the lat- 


est phenomenon, phony licenses have been 
around since minors began trying to sneak 
into bars and nightclubs. 

That’s part of the problem, officials say 
Fictitious licenses are treated with a wink and 
nostalgia, not as a crime aggressively pursued 
by a variety of local, state and federal agencies 
and attached to everything from charges of 
driving under the influence to identity theft. 

‘As a society, we send a lot of mixed mes- 
sages on fake IDs and underage drinking,” 
said Mundelein Police Chief Ray Rose, who 
heads the Lake County Underage Drinking 
Task Force. “Many parents treat it like a rite 
of passage.” 

One important weapon in the battle is 
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vigilance by employees at bars, clubs and 
liquor stores. 

''You have to take this very seriously,” 
said Ray Quinn, who owns Martyrs' on the 
North Side. “It can be a real death sentence 
to your business.” 

Quinn makes sure his bouncers are up 
to date with any changes in IDs, includ- 
ing books depicting every out-of-state li- 
cense. 'Fhey especially scrutinize anyone 
on the cusp of legal age or acting jittery. If 
they still have doubts, a rapid-fire grilling 
on information— such as a Social Security 
number— usually gets the job done, he said. 

Gloria A^Iaterre, director of the Illinois 


Liquor Control Commission, said the 
stakes are high for businesses, l^r a first ofi 
fense, the fine is usually S500; subsequent 
violations can mean S 10,000 and a 14-day 
liquor license suspension. 

To keep staff on their toes, the agency 
runs a special program that trained some 
50,000 servers last year. While the course 
is voluntary, many communities— includ- 
ing Naperville, Aurora and Schaumburg— 
make it mandatory for anyone in the hos- 
pitality industry. 

A fake that looks real is no defense ei- 
ther, Materre said. “If youVe served some- 
one underage, you are liable. Period.” 


Money well spent?

Despite efforts to keep fake IDs out of mi- 
nors' hands, numerous young adults have sto- 
ries of how they gained access to alcohol with 
a phony piece of plastic. 

One young man in the Navy, stationed at 
Great Lakes, gave his Chinese import an en- 
thusiastic thumbs-up* 

“To tell you the truth, when I sent off my 
money, I didn’t know what Fdget **. hut every 
great memory of my life came from that ID,” 
he said, estimating that he used it “hundreds 
of times” in the Chic ago area. “It was my pass- 
port to fim.” 

Not that the entire take ID industry has 
been outsourced. 

One former engineering major at an Ivy 
League school still did a brisk fake ID busi- 
ness— which he embraced not to make mon- 
ey, “but so I could drink with my friends.” 

lie learned his “craft” from a China-based 
website, which he said neglected to mention 
an occupational hazard: The fine, brush-on 
metal powder used for replicating holograms 
clogged his pores* “I couldn’t sweat. My room 
was completely contaminated,” he said. 

He cranked out about 100 fakes during his

college years, he said, and had only one cus- 
tomer wind up in court. “I offered to make 
her another one, free of charge, but she de- 
cided just to wait until she was 21.” 


Even high-tech IDs 
can’t stop the knockoffs 
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Chicago Tribune 

A half-ccntury ago, the typi- 
cal fake ID seller was some giy^ 
down the hall who used a type- 
writer. Later, photocopiers, com- 
puters and laser printers became 
tools of the trade. 

But just as the scammers' tech- 
nology is evohing, so are ways to 
root out firaud. 

Photos started appearing on 
driver’s licenses in Illinois in 
the late 1970s. Holograms were 
added in the late 1980s, About a 
decade later, laminate replaced plastic casing. 
The digital system was introduced, allowing 
data and images to be stored and retrieved for 
fiiture comparison. 

'Ibday the Illinois secretary of state's office 
has a special task force dedicated to combat- 
ing fake IDs. But no matter what security is 
put in place— holograms, ultraviolet images, 
data-encoded magnetic strips— the “bad

guys” have a way of catching up, said Dennis 
Krier of the issuance integrity section of the 
secretary of state’s office. 

While Krier wouldn’t divulge details, the 
current licenses contain more than a dozen 
security features, including some that are in- 
visible to the naked eye. ‘And the measures 
that are in place now probably won’t be next 
year.”

DREAM a reality 

New law puts college scholarships within reach of immigrants

Gov Quinn on Monday signed a measure into 
law creating a privately funded scholarship 
program for documented and undocumented 
immigrants, a move supporters hailed as a 
civil rights victory as other states have recently 
moved in the other direction on immigration. 

The Illinois DREAM Act creates a nine- 
member commission that will oversee the 
scholarship fund, which is aimed at removing 
one of the biggest barriers to higher education 
for immigrants: cost. 

“It is a special day a historic day, a landmarlc 
day where we in Illinois, the Land of Lincoln 
... we say to all people of our country and our 
state, ‘We want everybody in, and nobody left 
out,’ ” Quinn said during a bill-signing ceremo- 
ny in Pilsen. 


The measure narrowly passed the House 
and easily passed the Senate. Some opponents 
said they worried such a law would encourage 
illegal immigration to Illinois, while others 
said they were reflecting voters’ opinions back 
in their districts. 

To qualify for the private scholarships, stu- 
dents must have attended school in Illinois for 
at least three years, received a high school di- 
ploma and have at least one parent who immi- 
grated to the U.S. The scholarships will be good 
at both private and public colleges in the state. 

The new law also allows families of immi- 
grant students to participate in the state’s two 
college tuition savings programs and requires 
high school counselors to take training on ways 
to help undocumented students find ways to 
pay for college. 


“We need information,” said Arianna Salga- 
do, an undocumented immigrant who said she 
was told by a counselor she would not be able 
to go to college because she would not qualify 
for financial aid. 

That didn’t deter Salgado, who recently 
graduated from high school and plans to at- 
tend Dominican University in the fall, thanks 
to private scholarships. 

“Now I know that our high school and col- 
lege counselors acknowledge us and know that 
we exist and will be able to inform us more,” 
said Salgado, who spoke at the ceremony and 
drew a standing ovation. 

“We deserve the same opportunities to con- 
tinue with our higher education because we 
have the same dedication and commitment as 
our peers.”

WASHINGTON The Department of 
Health and Human Services an- 
nounced new guidelines in Washington 
on Monday requiring health insurance 
plans beginning on or after Aug. i, 2012, to 
cover several women’s preventive services, 
including birth control and voluntary ster- 
ilization. 

According to HHS Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius, the decision is a part of the Af- 
fordable Care Act’s move to stop problems 
before they start. “These historic guide- 
lines are based on science and existing 
literature and will help ensure women get 
the preventive health benefits they need,” 
she said in a statement. 

In July the Institute of Medicine issued 
the results of a scientific review of wom- 
en’s health needs and provided recommen- 
dations on specific preventive measures to 


help them. HHS approved those recom- 
mendations Monday 

Besides contraceptive use, the list in- 
cludes screenings for conditions such as 
gestational diabetes and the human papil- 
lomavirus (HPV), as well as breast feeding 
support and counseling on sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. The full list is available on 
the HHS website, hhs.org. 

The decision to offer contraception at 
no additional cost was not supported by ev- 
eryone. For example, the Family Research 
Council claims the decision “undermines 
the conscience rights of many Americans.” 

The Obama administration released an 
amendment to the prevention regulation 
that allows religious institutions offering 
health insurance to their employees the 
choice of whether to cover contraception 
services.

The former Blackhawk, who is the all-time leader in games 
played by a defenseman in NHL history with 1,651, was named 
to the U.S. Hockey Hall of Fame on Monday 
The Chicago native played nine seasons with the Hawks 
during the 1990s and also was a member of the Red^ngs, 
Canadiens and Thrashers before retiring last season. 


“I played so long and people talked about it but now that IVc 
been inducted ... it's pretty hard to believe,” said Chelios, who 
was an ii-time NHL All-Star and played in four Olympics. 

Joining Chelios as 2011 inductees are Mike Emrick, Ed Snider, 
Keith Tkachuk and Gary Suter, Chelios' teammate with the 
Hawks for four-plus seasons. 

“You have dreams of growing up and someday making it to 
the Hall of Fame and Fm truly honored and humbled to be join- 
ing the U.S. Hockey Hall of Fame class of 2011,” Suter said.

BOURBONNAIS The pads went on Monday 
night for the first time in Bears training camp 
and now the defining work begins for offen- 
sive linemen. 

Newly signed center Chris Spencer will
